good to say about General Hldekl 
Tojo, Japan's militaristic premier, 
but it strikes me that we must 
give him grudging credit for the 
great horse-sense he has displayed 
in taking his people into confidence 
at once In the matter of Nippon's 
disaster at Truk. 


Indeed it must be admitted reluc- 


tantly that, just as the allied na- 
tions probably could learn some 
useful tricks from tho Devil him- 
self, so In this instance they could 
get a pointer from Tojo.
